The new conglomerate creation of 
Democratic Administration,— the F 
trade-Tariff reform for reuenue onl;

FATAL FIRE. 

Three Killed and a Fireman Fa- 
tally Injured. 



An Early Morning Fire Guts a New 
York Tenement House. 



WH Render Eighteen Families Homa- 
MH-Hsr Jump* From the Mftr 
Bad Land* on a Klrcm»n » Head 

New York, Ah*. 30.— The Bix-«tory 
building, No. 220 Kivinffston 
wu burned at 3:30 o'clock Wed. 
morning. A man and two boy 
their live* by this fire, and Timothy 
Collin*, a fireman, is lying seriously in- 
jured in Oouverneur hospital. Several 
of hia ribs are broken anil he is hurt in- 
ternally. 

The firemen had hardly gnined con- 
trol of the Rivingston street fire, at 
3:30 o'clock, when three alarms sum- 
moned the firemen to a fire in the big 
double-decker tenement. No. 17 Goerok 
street. The flames rendered eighteen 
families, comprising nearly one hundred 
people, homeless, and most <Tf them 
lost their household goods and cloth- 
ing. They were driven Into the street 
almost naked and were sheltered by 
neighbors. No lives were lost at the 
Uoerck street fire. 

With one exception, every one of the 
six floors at No. 2-'rt KivinrrMon street 
were occupied by tailor shops. The 
exception was the ground floor, where 
li, (reim hod a furniture store. 

The fire started on the third floor, in 
Fabricius Levine's tailor shop, at 2:20 
o'clock, and in less than 10 minutes the 
flames had darted up the stairway to 
the roof. In 15 minutes the entire in- 
terior of the building from the third 
floor up was a veritable cauldron of 
fire.' 

When the fire was discovered. Her- 
man Ezeman, Levine's watchman, es- 
caped down the iron ladder, with noth- 
ing on but an undershirt. He was fol- 
lowed by two men, who emerged from 
windows on the second floor, which 
was used ae a Jewish synnirojrue, A 
fourth man, who climbed out of a 
fourth-story window, where Frank 
Miller had a tailor shop, also escaped 
down the ladder safely. 

Firemen were on the ground three 
minutes after the alarm was sent out. 
and ladders were put up against the 
iron fire escapes. 

Fireman Timothy Collins. 33 years 
old, was the first to start up the lad- 
ders. He had not climbed more thun 
10 feet from the ground when a wild 
yell was heard above the noise of the 
shouting firemen and the roar of the 
flames. Then the terrifying crowd on 
the. street saw the form of a boy clad 
only in an undershirt, shoot out from 
the fifth floor, where Joseph Schack- 
man conducted a tailor shop. The boy 
landed on Collins'* hard rubber helmt t, 
and the »*>y anil fireman went to the 
ground together. The boy was killed 
almost instantly. As for poor Collins, 
he was knocked insensible. He was 
found to l>e seriously hurt internally. 

In the meantime the body of the 
dead boy was carried across the street 
and laid on the sidewalk. 

The burning building was flanked 
on each side by flve-story tenements 
filled with families, who rushed into 
the streets clad only in their night- 
L clothes, musing great confusion and 
) making the work of the " 
difficult, The flames 
way up through the roof before they 
eould be checked. 

The firemen finally entered the 
building. Cm the fifth floor they found 
the bodies of a man about forty years 
and a boy about sixteen years old. 
They were lying side by side on a tail- 
or's half-burned bench, and had evi- 
dently been smothered as they slept. 
The bodies of both had been scorched 
and shriveled by the flames. The dead 
man waa identified as a watchman 
known as Herman. The boy waa Her- 
man's son, as waa also the unfortunate 
lad who jumped from the window, and 
all three slept on the fifth floor. The 
entire loss is estimated at 88,300. No 
one could explain the cause of the tire. 
The loss at the Uoerck street tire was 

•20,000. 

A ••OO.OOO Fire In Brooklyn. 

NEW York, Aug. 30.— The Brooklyn 
Biscuit works. 4ti to 50 Fulton street, 
and extending back to Doughty street, 
Brooklyn, were totally consumed by 
fire at ? o'clock Wednesday morning.
